No. H78j-T0X(2)/BO- — Go-vernment of India have decided to wet up a 
Cotton Advisory Board ut Bombay to assist the Textile Commissioner. The 
Board will function in an advisory capacity. The duties and functions of the 
Board will be;- — 

(a) to advise the Textile CommiBsioner in the matter of allocations of 

cotton to the various mills. Subject to the overall policy of 
Government, the Textile Commissioner would ordinarily accept 
the recommendations of the Board; 

(b) to act as' general liaison machinery between the mill industry and 

the Government in the matter of ensuring that individual mill* 
effect their cotton pmehasee m the manner prescribed by 
Government ; 

(o) to make suggestions to the respective Millowners' Associations ia 
regard to the action which the Associations should take against 
individual mills who may violate or circumvent the provision* of 
the cotton control orders. 

2. The Board will be vested with powers to form Regional Committee* in 
the important cotton growing States/areas consisting of representatives of the 
appropriate Millowners’ Association, State Government and the cotton trade. 
The functions of the Regional Committee will be prescribed by the Board, to 
whom such Regional Committees will be responsible.
